Administration leaders w'ho were 
in conference untiL late last night, 
simply shook their heads to£»y in 
resignation and prepared to vote for 
Warren in compliance with Mr. Coo­ 
lidge’s wishes. 
None of them, howr- 
ever, professed'to see any chance for 
victory. 
Rumors were current when the sen­ 
ate convened this morning that Pres­ 
ident Coolidge will give Mr. Warren 
a recess 
appointment if he is 
again 
rejected. 
This could not be confirm­ 
ed at the White House. 
It was said 
the president hoped this would 
not 
be necessary. 
Republican senators 
strongly 
ad­ 
vised the president against a recess 
appointment. 
They pointed out that 
not only would Mr. Warren have to 
serve several months

MG'RWAY is reported to interject another claim to the 
pre-Columbian discovery of America. 
A professor in 
the University of Copenhagen claims to have found evi­ 
dence indicating that a Norwegian expedition in 1472 reach­ 
ed Labrador and probably Newfoundland and the adjacent 
mainland. 
According to the claim advanced, the King of 
Portugal urged King Christian I of Denmark to fit out an 
expedition to find a "Northwest Passage1' to Asia and in 
pursuance of this request a ship was fitted out in a Nor­ 
wegian harbor and manned by Norwegian sailors. 
Two 
Portuguese noblemen were members of the expedition. 
The presumption to br. drawn from this is to the effect 
that Columbus learned of the result of th e* efforts and was 
guided by them in his first voyage a score of years later. 
Granting the possibility of such knowledge having been 
gained by Columbus, it would seem strange that he did not 
follow the course mapped out by the Norse voyagers. 
The 
point at which he aimed was thousands of miles distant 
from anv land the Norsemen could have visited, conceding 
’ all that has been claimed for their discoveries. 
Were this later Norse voyage definitely established it 
would not serve to end the controversy which grows more 
complicated, various other claimants to having been the 
original discoveries of America having been entered in re­ 
cent years. 
However, Columbus still retains the primacy, 
for he let the world know the result of his expedition.

My answer is: “No but the cam 
phor balls and cedar chips will keep 
outside months away from t£e stor­ 
ed article." 
Before 
storing 
your 
woolens, 
however, 
yo ushould rid 
them of moth eggs and. larvae as 
follows, 
Brush the woolens out of doors, 
paying especial attention to seams, 
pockets, the under sides of collars 
and other places where dust lodges, 
then sun and air them for several 
days. Next, go over them with gas­ 
oline or benzine, freshening and re­ 
moving spots; these fluids do not in­ 
jure color but they must 
be 
used 
away from heat or flame because 
they are extremely inflammable. 
Some wool m aterials are not in­ 
jured by being saturated with for­ 
malin; 
this method will a b s o lu te 
kill moth eggs and larvae, so it is 
worth using when possibler But do 
not use it on the garment or blarftht 
without first 
experimenting 
on 
a 
small sample, or inconspicuous cor­ 
ner of the article to learn its effect. 
The next step, after brushing, sun­ 
ning and cleansing the woolens in 


this manner is to pack them away. 
There are three popular mbthods of 
doing this: I., In tar or camphor bags 
which are manufactured for the pur 
pose. 2. In home-made ami similarly 
shaped bags of newspapers with all 
cracks sealed with gummed paper- 
3. 
in 
heavy 
cardboard 
suit. 
botes, with all cracks sealed with 
paper tape. By any of these methods 
the woolens are protected from out­ 
side moths. It is well to put cam­ 
phor 
balls, 
cedar 
chips, 
tobacco, 
wisps of cotton wet with oil of cedar 
and tied in muslin bags, and other 
bundles, in the folds of I he woolens, 
tp make the work doubly safe. An­

ANOTHER CLAIM SET UP 
KTG.RWAY is reported to interject another claim to th* 
pre-Columbian discovery of America. 
A professor in 
the University of Copenhagen claims to have found evi­ 
d e n c e indicating that a Norwegian expedition in 1472 reach­ 
ed Labrador and probably Newfoundland and the adjacent 
mainland. 
According to the claim advanced, the King of 
Portugal urged King Christian I of Denm ark to fit out an 
expedition to find a “Northwest Passage” to Asia and in 
pursuance of this request a ship was fitted out im a Nor­ 
wegian harbor and manned by Norwegian sailors. 'Two 
Portuguese noblemen were members of the expedition. 
The presumption to br drawn from this is to the effect 
that Columbus learned of the result of the«Te efforts and was 
guided by them in his first voyage a score of years later. 
Granting the possibility of such knowledge having been 
gained by Columbus, it would seem strange that he did not 
follow the course mapped out bv the Norse voyagers. 
The 
point at which he aimed was thousands of miles distant 
from any land the Norsemen could have visited, conceding 
all that has been claimed for their discoveries. 
W ere this later Norse voyage definitely established it 
'would not serve to end the controversy which grows more 
complicated, various other claimants to having been the 
original discoveries of America having been entered in re­ 
cent years.

Next, go over them with gas­ 
oline or benzine, freshening and re­ 
moving spots; these fluids do not in­ 
jure color but they m ust 
be 
used 
away from heat or flame because 
they are extremely inflammable. 
Some wool materials are not in­ 
jured by being saturated with for­ 
malin; 
this method will a b so lu te r 
kill moth eggs and larvae, so it is 
worth using when possibler But do 
not use it on the garm ent or blarffi'et 
without first 
experimenting 
on 
a 
small sample, or inconspicuous cor­ 
ner of th e article to learn its effect. 
The next step, after brushing, sun­ 
ning and cleansing the woolens in 


this m anner is to pack them away. 
] There are three popular methods of 
doing this: I., In tar or camphor bags 
which are manufactured for the pur­ 
pose.
